Reply of Mr. Bovee to n **Cltizon of the Com=
monwenlth "

To the Editer of The Kvening Telegraph

My attention has been ealled to a commu.
nieation in your paper of the 22d inst., which
purports to be a Soriptural argument in favor
of the death penalty. Although the writer is
undoubtedly a “‘Oitizen of the Common.
woalth,” it is quite evident from the “‘foot-
prints” that ho is also A clergyman of some
oné of our Christian churches; but as the
gallows is becoming a very unpopular institn.
tion at the present time, the writer should
not be censured for desiring to keep his name
. from the public.

I rarely take notico of anonymons commnu-
nications; but, in this instance, as the article
embodies the views of onr opponents and
are ns well stated as they probably can be
upon that gide of the question, it matters not
whether the author be layman or clergyman,
which latter he undoubtedly is, And as he
expresses the desire to discuss the question,
not in *“‘the light of expediency, but in the
higher aspect of Divine aunthority,” T shall
confine the argument closely to the limits
proposed,

First. It ennnot be shown that God estab-
lished the death penalty, or enacted any penal
laws, before the birth of Moses. The pas-
sage, Geenesis ix, 6, ‘“Whoso sheddeth man's
blood, by man shall his blood be shed,” was
never intended for & penal law; was never a
statute in any sense of that word. At the
time those words were spoken, there wers but
eight persons in existence. Noah and his
family had come forth from the ark, and no
organized government existed upon the facs
of the earth. Had God intended this passage
as applicable to crime, would Ife not have
mentioned other erimes than murder, and
affixed penalties to their commission? It
wonld a strange government indeed
which should enact a panalty for murder,
and remain utterly silent as to other crimes,
This, of itself, onght to be conclusive on
this point., Buaot admitting, just for the
argument, that this was a broad and
sweeping declaration of Jehovah, and was
intended for the gaidance of human govern-
ments in punishing the manslayer, will our
Reverend ““Citizen” inform ug when and by
whom this statute is regavded? How does
the Commonwenlth punish manslanghter?
By imprisonment. Whon the erimp is com-
mitted with malico aforethonghit, it is ealled
murder in the first degree. The passage in
dispute does not refer to mnurder at all: nor
does it speak of premeditated murder, or
even of a criminal intent.  Allow ma to ask
the Reverend *‘Citizen” whether the Common-
wenlth hangs the lnnatic? He shads the blood
of his fellow-man, yot no one contends that
the lunatic ought to be hung. Yon reply
that the lunatic is not morally acecountable,
But this is no reason why he should not have
his blood shed if the commandment be a Di-
vine one, for it does not speak of account-
ability. The simple truth is that I have
never known a government norv have I met
an individual that would be willing to uni-
formly execute this statute, if it be ons, This
passage means either something or nothing,
If it be literal, it means that we must shed
the blood of the lunatie, the soldier, the duel-
list, and every human being who sheds the
blood of his fellow-man, Bat the gallows ad-
of

b

a tooth for a tooth, but I msay unto
you that ye rosist mnot evil; but
whosoever shall smite thee on the right chealk,
turn to him the other also.” Agnin. verse 44,
“But I say unto you, Love your enemies,
bless them that curse you, do good to them
that hate youn, and pray for them which
despitefully use youn and persecute yon, that
yo mny be the children of your father which
is in heavon.” Here we find that Christ re-
buked, in explicit terms, the very code of
blood from which “Citizen"” has beea quoting.
And this Rev. ““Citizen,"” feeling the rebuke
which Jesus gave to all ‘‘retalistionists,” of
which “Oitizen” is one, thus tries to evade
the force of the rebuke which he cannot but
keenly feel. Te says:—

“Do they |the anti-capltal punishment men |
direct us to that s(vﬁlom of inimitable ethics
delivered upon the Mount? We readily acknow-
ledge its force and obligation, but we fail to
percelve the analogy, The first embodies purely
CUhristian graces, the logitimate growth of re-
newed and sanetiled humonity, and are applica-
ble to our personal relations; the latter Is a eivil

enactment, not vindlctive Iml_(sxl.‘lnp.lrlr_\'. and
growing out of the demands of justice.”

In other words, what Christ enjoined npon
us as individuals shonld not be observed in
governments; that as individuals we ought to
love nnd forgive our enemies, but as govern-
ments we should persecute and hang them;
that in our personal relations we should strive
to become angely, that in governmental policy
we may act like demons, This may be one
phase of Christianity, but if it is, it has
reached a depth so profound that common
sence will never be able to reach it

“‘Qitizen” saysi—‘'The crime and the psn-
alty are inseparable, and ‘what God hath
joined together let no man put asnnder," "

Lot us nmend by saying, **God breathed in
man's nostrils the breath of lifo and (uniting
breath and body) he became a living soul.”
“What God hath joined together let no man
put asunder.” “Citizen"” speaks of ‘‘the de-
mands of justice.” This word justice is a
vague term, and has been used, the world over,
as a cover for all sorts of atrocities, Con-
stantine drowned his wife in a vat of boiling
water: beheaded his eldest son; killed his
father-in-law; murderad lis two brothers-in-
law; slew his neplew, ouly twelve years old,
and put to desth the Pagan priest whe re-
fused to give him the consolation of his reli-

gion, Then Constantine beeame eonvirfcd
to the Christinn religion and put to death tens
of thousands who refused to believe; and all

these atrocities were perpetrated in 18 nnme
of justice and Christianity., Nero and Culi-
guln, whose crimes are nuparalleled in the
history of the world, committed their n‘roci-
ties in the name of justice. Henry VIII, of
Enpland, destroyed half a dozen wives in tha
name of jnstice. ‘‘Bloody Mary"” persecated
thie Protestants in the name of jnstice; and
justice in turn persecuted the Catholies in the
person of Elizabeth. Jwsticc compelled the
Puritans to leave Fugland for the Western
Warld, where they csuld have *ffreedom to
worship God,” and frecdom to hang and
banigh the Quakers,

Justice inspived the Ironch revolution,
known as the “‘Ieign of Merror,” and in its
name were men and women led to the
‘stake,” the “‘rack,” and the “wheel.” Jus-
tice prompted John Calvin to burn SBervetus at
the stake beoanse he disbelieved the*Trinity.”
Justice hung *‘witches and wizards” at Balem;
and to-day human beings ave strangled to

vocates, inclnding, course, our
Reverend *“‘Citizen,” declare  that if
ImAnD be a morally necountabls

being, and shall wifully and delibortely
murder his fellow-man, and in caso the Gov-
ersor does not pardon him or indefinitely
postpone his sentence, then he shall be
strangled to death. And itis a noteworthy
fact that the very gentlemen, including gal-
lows-believing clergymen, who are so clamo-
rous for the Divine authority of shedding the
blood of the murderer, are the very men who
are ever besieging the Executive Chamber
asking for clemency for these unfortunates;
and especially after they have been converted;
for our clergymen who &elicve in hanging
don't like to enconrage the hanging of saint:;
and how they can advocate the hamging of
sinners, for whom Christ died, is indeed very
mysterions. And what seems still more strange
is, that while Clirist died that sinners might
live, too many of our clergymen are willing
to live that this class of sinpers may die.

The passage, ‘“Whoso sheddeth man's blood
by man shall his blood be shed,” was never
intended as & penal law, nor can it, by any
Torced construction, be made to appegar in
that light. The passage is simply declaratory
and prophetic, and has its conntarpart in the
following pnssages:—*'Bloody and deceitfal
men shall not live out half their days.”
Psalms lv, 23, Again: “For all they that take
the sword shall perish with the sword.” Math.
xxvi, 52, Thesa passages are all of similar im-
port—the imperative form of the verb being
observable in all, yet all conveying the pro-
phetic lesson that those who are “‘bloody and
deceitful,” and thoss who engage in war and
other bloody pursuits, will be very apt to
come to violent death. The last passage
quoted contains the words of Ohrist rebuking
Peter for using his sword even in defense,

It will be noticed that *‘Citizen,"” in qnot-
ing Scripture, has in no single instance given
ohapter and verse, The reason is obvious,
The connection in which the passages he
quotes are found with others, would, if cited,
destroy his own argument. For instance, he
quotes, *‘He that smiteth a man so that he |
die, shall surely be put to death." This pas- |
gage is fonnd in Exodus, chap. 21, verse 12,
Verse 17 of the same chapter reads asfollows:
—4“And he that curseth hia father or his
mother shall sureély be put to death.” Allow
me to ask *‘Citizen” if he advocates putting
the man to death who should curse father or

wother? Again, verses 24 and 25 of this
snme chapter read as follows:—*‘Eye for eye,
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot,
burning for burning, wound for wound,
stripe for stripe.” Does onr Rev. "'Citizen"
advocate the enforcement of this code ? Is it
binding upon us to-day? On the contrary,
did not Christ quote from this very chapter,
and rebuke its whole spirit ¥ He says, Matt,,

death in Pennsylvania in the name of jus-
tice. 'The red men of the forest have been
neatly extirpated in tho name of justice. A
village of Piegan Indians has been recently
destroyed by our Government, and innogent
babes, and little childran, and helpless women
have been indiscriminately slanghtered by
United States soldiery, and in the name of
Aud this great erime will be remsm-
bered in infamy, with General Shoridan, who
approved tho massncre, as the *‘figare-head”
of the atrocity.

There was never an infamous erime perpe-
trated by any government upon the face of
the earth, but justios was first consulted. The
very word is bheavy with the blood and tears
of mankind. It has ever been the plea of
tyrants and the ‘‘watch-word"” of nssassins, It
has scourged the earth with fire and sword,
and has been the cloak to every conceivable
crime which human governments in their in-
gennity could devise: while “love,” *meroy,"”
and *‘charity” have been crucified that justiec
wight live.

It is a great sonsolation to every {rue Ohris-
tian, however, to know that Jesns Christ
never used the word justice in a single in-
stanee, nor did any one of His disciples, nor
enn the word be found anywhere in the New
Testament. So much for justicd,

There were thirty-three offenses punish-
able with death under the Mosaic code,
Human society, in its march towards a bigher
civilization, has abrogated the death penalty
for every offense save deliberate murder,
Allow me to ask Rev. *‘Citizen” whethoer
“seivilization” had the right to “‘blot out” the
penalty of death for any of these erimes?"
1f not, then we must put to death the person
who picked up sticks on the Sabbath day.
“‘I{e that curseth father and mother must be
put to death.” 1If, on the contrary, soviety
bad the right to abolish that penalty for any
of the offenses named, then it resolves itsslf
into a mere question of expediency, and gov-
ernment has the undoubted right to abolish
that penalty for the one remaining offense.

“Rev. Citizen" says that the death penalty
is of universal application. If so, how hap-
pened it that God spared Moses who delibe-
rately killed the Egyptian after first looking
around to see whether any one obssrved him,
and then buried the body in the sands? Why
wis David epared, A mun after God's own
heart, who bhad Urish slain that he might

|  Under the Mosaio code the penalty of death
wis executed by the ‘‘revenger of blood.”
Allow me to inform “‘Iev. Citizen" that the
| “revenger of blood" visited the Commoun-
| wealth this Jast year, Gerald Faton was
under sentence of death for the murder of
Heenan, The brother of the murdered man,

Btate, and, visiting the Exeoutive Chamber at
Harrisburg, implored the Governor to spare
the life of the man who was said to have
killed his brother. He was the '‘revanger of
blood,"” in Seriptural phrase. Such an sot of
magnanimity and forbearance has more of
vital Christianity in it than all the sermons that
have been preached in favor of putting men
to death, sinco (he boginning of the Chris-
tian era.

“Qitizen"” ohallenges the friends of “‘aboli-
tion" ““to show where, under the new dispen-
pation, one jot or tittle of that statute has
been abrogated.” Wae have already shown
where Ohrist quoted from the penal code of
Mosen, and explicitly rebuked it

Touatisfy* ‘Citizen"” we will quote again (Matt,
v, 17):—""Think not that I am come destroy
the law and the prophets; I am not come to
destroy, but to fulfil.” And how did Christ
fulfil? The Apostle Paul tells us how it was
done (Romans xiii, 10);—**Love worketh no
ill to his neighbor; for love ia the fulfilling
of the law.” Agein (Romans xii, 17), “‘Re-
compense to man evil for evil." Let usin.
quire whether the gallows is rendering “‘evil
for evil.” If not, is it good for evil?
Again, let us ask *‘Citizen” what Ohrist meznt
when he rebuked James and John for
the vindiotive epirit they manifested
in wishing to call down fire from heaven upon
the Samaritans, and what did He mean, in
this connection, by saying, “For the Hon of
Man is not come to destroy men's lives but to
save them " Luke xiii, /8. Agnin,when the
Scribes and Pharisees bronght to Him the
adulterous woman, and demanded that she
should be stoned to death aceording to the
law of Moses, Christ said, ““He that is with-
out sin amongst you let him first cast a stone
at her,” “and, being convieted by their own
conscience, they went out one by one, And
Jesus paid, “‘hath no man cond xmaoed thee ?'
BShe said, “‘No man, Lerd;” and Jesus said,
“‘Neither do I condemn thee; go and sin no
more,” John viil, verses 3-11 inclusive.

Does **Citizen” discover any raluke of the
death penalty in the above language of
Christ ? Again, when on the cross, sur-
rounded by his murderers, He exclaimed,
“Father, forgive them, for they know not
what they do.” Luke xxiii, 34,

If the langnage, the spirit, and the teach-
ings of Jesus Christ did not rebuke the *“code
of blood" and the spirit of vindicliveness,
then indeed is language powerless to convey
the lesson: and those who will not be con-
vinced must be left to the indulgence of their
passions of hate and malevolence, for surely
argnments cannot reach them.

The Christian religion has been trampled
under foot and too froquently disgraced by
fossilized theologiang, who seem to have for-
gotten that Christ died, and seem only to
remember that Mosos lived. If the Church
of Christ in the United Btates is too weak to
reform the few murderers in each community,
let it go into sackeloth over its own
degeneracy. If the fifty thousand clergy-
men in this Union are so effeminate or
worldly, or so absorbed in sectarian policy,
that they must clamor for a hangman to re-
lieve them of the troublesome duty of saving
a few hundred of the lost for whom a Saviour
died, let the people rebuke them, Notwith-
standing the teachings of a dark and erunel
theology have ever songht to retard the pro-
gress of Ohristian civilization, the principles
of a living Christianity will yet be received
by all the nations of the globe, Its flood-
light of truth will yet reach the utter-
most parts of the earth and unite brother
with brotherin the bonds of love. And when
this day arrives, humun blood will no longer
be shed under the sanction of law; the
gullows will disappear from Christian eiviliza-
tion, and those clergymen who, with long
faces, preach solemn sermons in favor of
putting men to death, will find their services
no longer required by an intelligent and
Christian people,who will be fonnd ever ready
to condemn the wrong and to approve the
right.
